Collect Tax 


San Rafael is thinking of 
having the county take over 
the city’s tax collection and as­ 
sessment in order to eliminate 
duplication of effort. 
At the suggestion of Council­ 
man John Mclnnis, the city 
council last night asked City 
Atty. A1 Bagshaw to see if a 
charter revision is necessary 
before the job can be turned 
over to the county. 
If a charter revision is neces­ 
sary, it could be put to the vot­ 
ers at next April’s city flection. 
Even 
if the 
proposal 
goes 
through, the transfer of tax col­ 
lection and assessment to the 
county cannot take effect be­ 
fore March, 1958, City Manager 
Wilber Smith pointed out. 
W. L. (Lynn) Morgan, city 
clerk and assessor, said today 
he is in favor of cutting out all 
duplication. He said that since 
the county’s assessment of San 
Rafael valuation is about the 
same as the city’s, and since 
the countywide reappraisal is 
making assessed values more 
or less uniform, this may be 
the time to have the county 
take over the city assessment 
and tax collection. 
Under that system, the coun­ 
ty would assess and collect 
taxes for the city, with the 
county receiving a certain fee 
set up by state law for doing 
the work. The county now col­ 
lects taxes for Mill Valley, and 
Larkspur 
recently 
voted 
to 
have the county take over its 
collection. 
Another q u e s t i o n which 
might bring a charter revision 
was discussed by San Rafael 
councilmen last night. It is the 
question of how much money 
to withhold from contractors 
who undertake jobs for the 
city. The present charter re­ 
quires 25 per cent of a total 
contract be withheld until the 
entire job is completed. 
Councilmen indicated the re­ 
tention figure may be too high, 
and that withholding 10 per 
cent is more in line. No deci­ 
sion was reached.

W ork To Begin On 
Big San Rafael 
Industrial Area 


A million-dollar contract, to pave the way 
for light industrial and commercial growth 
east of Francisco boulevard in San Rafael, 
was awarded last night by the city council. 


Work is expected to be started immedi­ 
ately by E. T. Haas Co. of Belmont, which 
won the bid for $930,457. The contract calls 
for placing of fill on street rights of way, in­ 
stalling curbs and gutters and storm drains, 
sewers, reinforcing the existing levees, and 
putting in a water system. Wilsey and Ham 
drew up the plans and specifications. 


The area involved runs from Kirrane 
Yacht Harbor to Trailorboat Engineering on 
Francisco boulevard, then eastward to San 
Rafael Bay, covering about 150 acres of 
tidelands. 


Under the contract, Haas Co. has until 
the end of next year to complete the job. 
The only other bidder was MCGuire and 
Hester of Oakland, which offered to do the 
work for $1,333,245. 


Property owners in the area got together, 
hired attorney Eugene K. Sturgis, and got 
the city council to set up a special assess­ 
ment district for the project. Property own­ 
ers will share the entire cost. 


The area is presently zoned for light in­ 
dustrial and com rw .ual development, with 
canal frontages zoned for apartm ent con­ 
struction. The project is expected to push 
San Rafael’s commercial area eastward to 
the bay.

Let's Finish Job Of Curbing 
Tragic, Needless Polio 


Paralytic polio is now 85 per cent pre­ 
ventable! 
This has been amply con­ 
firmed by the past two years’ experi­ 
ence with the Salk vaccine. 
The only question that now remains 
is—How many needless cases of dis­ 
ability or death from polio will occur 
because of the failure of the public to 
take prompt advantage of this proven 
effective protection? 
Parents who want their children (and 
themselves) to have a significant degree 
of protection before the polio year 
starts in April should see that first and 
second shots are obtained in January 
and February. 


Sufficient supplies of vaccine are now 
available, through Health Department 
clinics and private physicians, to pro­ 
vide the shots for all ages. 
Physicians, P T A chairmen and mem­ 
bers, and all those who are in positions 
to have influence with parents can help 
by bringing these facts urgently t6 the 
attention of parents in conversation, by 
letter, by announcements at meetings, 
or any other way. 
It will be tragic indeed, and unneces­ 
sary, if the number of paralytic polio 
cases reported in Marin County is as 
high in 1957 as in 1956. (Marin County 
Health Department)

The 
honey bee is a sm art one. 
Bonafide authority for this 
statem ent is the august Smith­ 
sonian 
Institution, 
which 
knows about everything from 
the gowns of all our first la­ 
dies to dinosaur tracks in the 
good earth. 
Getting around to the bees. 
It 
says 
right 
here 
in a 
Smithsonian 
r e p o r t 
that 
honey bees practice the busi­ 
ness of share and share alike. 
“A fingle sam ple of sugar 
or nectar brought into the 
hive by a forager is partici­ 
pated in by all m em bers of 
the family. All progeny of a 
single 
queen — which 
may 
num ber more than 50,000 in­ 
dividuals.” 
All king bees w ear the same 
odor, according to the same 
report, 
prepared 
for 
t h e 
Smithsonian by the learned 
Dr. Ronald Ribbands of Cam­ 
bridge University. 
This common smell enables* 
bees from the same hive to 
recognize one another. You 
get better honey that way. 
According to the doctor,

Dr. Ribbands says that in 
one of his tests, “A m arked 
bee is trained to collect sugar 
solution from a small glass 
tube, and when radioactive 
sugar is substituted the bee 
continues to collect the ra ­ 
dioactive syrup. It goes back 
to the hive.” 


And that s where the share- 
alike business comes in. 
If you follow. 


The bee, having radioacti­ 
vated itself, buzzes back to 
the hive and the first thing 
you know the sugar is spread 
all over the hive. The scien­ 
tists would like us to know 
that “the sugar is passed on, 
irrespective of the recipient’s 
age or occupation.” 


W hich is the way sugar 
should be passed around! 
Bees have off seasons, too. 
That generally comes d u r­ 
ing the off-season when nec­ 
tar from the flowers is scarce 
and the frost is on the pum p­ 
kin 
That, according to the 
Smithsonian adds up to some 
mixed up bees. Not enough 
flowers to go around. 
Bees become thieves. One 
bee will hie off to a strange 
hive hell bent on getting him ­ 
self a little honey. 
There the odor comes in 
and he finds himself clob­ 
bered. 
I have been stung by ’em 
but I’ve never been in a well- 
ordered bee-hive. 
But the scientists tell me 
that it is an interesting ex- 
P ene.nce. These experts say 
that if you are sm art you eat 
what the owners of the hive 
do. Then you will smell alike, 
and even a stranger won’t get 
bitten.

State Plants 65,000 Young 
Trout In Marin's Kent Lake 


Continuing its annual pro­ 
gram of stocking fingerling 
trout In Kent Lake, the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Fish and 
Game recently planted 65,000 
young rainbows in this Marin 
Municipal Water District reser­ 
voir. 
The lake, formed by Big 
Carson Dam, is one of the dis­ 
trict’s five water supply reser­ 
voirs, all of which are open to 
summertime 
fishing under a 
permit system . 
This is the third year that 
fingerlings have been planted 
in Kent Lake. 
Anglers have reported good 
fishing there In past seasons, 
although last sum m er’s fishing 


was seriously affected by an 
outbreak of lamprey eels. 
Banking on past experience, 
the department is hopeful that 
the lampreys will be less of a 
problem this year. 
Similar lamprey outbreaks 
have also occurred 
in 
other 
new 
reservoirs 
shortly after 
impoundment, the department 
points out. The lampreys mig­ 
rate upstream from the ocean 
to spawn, before the dams are 
completed. 
The new dam then blocks the 
returning young. But the trap­ 
ped lampreys, unable to com­ 
plete their life cycle by return­ 
ing to the ocean, nearly always 
die out after a year or two.

“Herewith is a summary of 
the great work being done by 
Ducks Unlimited: 
“Ducks Unlimited, the or­ 
ganization that brought back 
the ducks when they were on 
their way to following the pas­ 
senger pigeon into extinction, 
deserves and should have the 
support of every man or wom­ 
an who hunts waterfowl, or ex­ 
pects to hunt them in the fu­ 
ture. 
“It was Ducks Unlimited that 
sought the reason for the rap­ 
idly diminishing s u p p l y of 
ducks and geese in the late 
twenties 
and 
early 
thirties, 
when the open season had been 
reduced from three and one- 
half months to 30 days, and the 
limit cut to four birds with two 
species of ducks on the pro­ 
tected list, and the possibility 
of a closed season which might 
never have o p e n e d again. 
There might never have been 
an open season if it had been 
closed, 
because 
the 
ducks 
would have continued to dim­ 
inish in numbers even if there 
had been no killing by hunters. 


It was not shooting that was 
wiping out our waterfowl but 
rapidly decreasing b r e e di n g 
grounds. 


“It was 
Ducks Unlimited, 
through the More Game Birds 
in America Foundation, that 
found the reason for the dis­ 
appearing ducks. A study of 
the breeding grounds in Alber­ 
ta, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
solved the problem. Scientists 
and engineers went over the 
Canadian provinces and puick- 
ly saw that drainage of the 
marshes, 
lakes and sloughs, 
carried on at great length dur­ 
ing World War One, had lef 
no place for the ducks to breed. 
“What had been the finest 
breeding ground on the con 
tinent had become almost a 
desert area. The canals dug to 
drain the great “duck factory” 
carried off the melting snow 
water and the rain water, and 
the comparatively few birds 
that went north produced no 
young and many of the mature 
birds died during the molting 
period because they could not 
reach water. The United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service, then 
called the Biological Survey, 
could not spend our United 
States dollars in Canada, so 
Ducks Unlimited was formed, 
and with contributions from 
our duck hunters, began dam­ 
ming the canals and creating 
large storage lakes for water 
which 
was 
carried 
through 
ditches 
to 
m a i n t a i n 
the 
marshes. 
“Within a few years the duck 
population began to increase 
until there were more than 
160,000,000 birds. The seasons 
were lengthened and the bag 
limit increased until now there 
is an 80 day season and a 10 
bird limit. There is still much 
to be done to protect the in 
vestment and guarantee future 
sport. There is considerable 
maintenance work to be done 
annually. More new projects 
must be completed to insure a 
crop of young birds each year 
even though drought occurs, as 
it did this year in the southern 
part of Alberta. 
“There will be a flight this 
year equal to that of last sea­ 
son because the vast Ducks Un­ 
limited projects and thousands 
of the “potholes” dug, supplied 
the water to carry the young 
and old birds until they reach 
the flying stage. Only about 
4000 out of the 175,000 Cali-

Janos Kadar and non-Commun- 
ist Party leaders were expected 
to be opened before Christmas.

“Titoists”—Zoltán Szanto, Gyo- 
ergy Lukács and Zoltán Vas. 
Another was Bela Kovacs, a 
non-Communist and leader of 
•the Freeholders Party who was 


jailed by the Soviets in 1947, 
A rrest of 400 “rebels and 
crim inals” was announced by 
radio Budapest. The “crim in­ 
als” were believed to be politi­ 
cal prisoners held by the pre­ 
revolutionary 
“Stalinist” 
re­ 
gime and released by rebel 
forces. 
The imprisoned anti-C om ­ 
munists were freed when free­ 
dom fighters opened the gates 
of the AVH (secret police) pris­ 
ons all over the country. Most 
of them were believed to have 
joined the rebel forces and 
withdrawn to the mountains 
after the Russian onslaught on 
Budapest Nov. 4. 
Reports of increased partisan 
activity in the area of Miskolc, 
80 miles northeast of Budapest, 
reached Vienna over the week­ 
end.

read like a pact between the 
United States and a NATO 
ally where American troops 
are stationed.

training maneuvers. 


LATER AGREEMENTS 
But key items left subject 
to later “special agreem ents” 
included the size and deploy­ 
ment of the Russian detach­ 
ments, regulations governing 
the movement of Soviet troops 
in and out of Poland and the 
use of Polish military installa­ 
tions or public utilities by the 
Soviets. 
Agreements on these

tion said both countries agreed 
that Russian troops must re­

We had more juvenile delin­ 
quency than ever this year. 
More crimes by youngsters. A 
Washington report says kids 
under 
18 committed nearly 
half our major crimes. We’ve 
had more than 2,000,000 major 
crimes so far in 1956. There 
are 
literally 
thousands 
of 
young criminals on the prowl. 
I’ve read dozens of sugges­ 
tions for the prevention of 
juvenile delinquency. Some of 
them are silly. Some are good. 
One important aspect of de­ 
linquency prevention has hard­ 
ly been mentioned. It has to 
do with the part played by imi­ 
tation, when our kids are little. 
Even our babies watch us. They 
imitate us. The results last 
their lifetimes. 
Our children’s consciences 
are formed when they’re quite 
young. Formed probably be­ 
tween the ages of 2 and 6. They 
get most of their ideas about 
right and wrong from what 
they see us do. We parents are 
the greatest people in their 
lives. They accept us without 
question. To them we can do 
no wrong. 
A little boy sees his mother 
getting drunk and sloppy on 
Christmas Eve. He concludes it 
is all right for people to get 
drunk. Intoxication is praise­ 
worthy. His mother is drunk, 
isn’t she? How could he draw 
any other conclusion? 
Or he watches his daddy 
break many laws. He drives too 
fast. He tells lies to officers. 
He laughs, and boasts of his 
deceptions. Forever after, such 
things 
may be okay. They 
couldn’t be wrong. Daddy does 
them. 
Most of us realize our teen- 


agers watch us critically. We 
know we must try to set good 
examples for them. What we 
don’t realize is that our little 
ones keep track of us even 
more closely. And with more 
important consequences. 
There are other factors in 
juvenile 
delinquency. 
H un 
dreds of them. But this one 
point 
needs . stressing. 
You 
should set good examples for 
your children. You should be 
especially careful while they 
are little. You will not always 
succeed. But you can keep try­ 
ing. Good luck!

“It’s nicer than it ever was,” 
said the delighted owner. 


Miss Ferguson lives in the 
Ledford tract—admittedly the 
hardest-hit residential section 
of the city. But today her 
street is newly-paved as the re­ 
sult of a state grant for recon­ 
struction. And every house in 
the block has a new coat of 
paint. 
The only clue to the flood’s 
passing is in a vacant lot. Just 
the foundation of a house re­ 
mains. 
One housewife said she put 
in a new kitchen. 
“We always 
needed 
another 
room,” she 
said. “And since the house was 
all torn up anyway we decided 
this was the best time.” 
BELOW SURFACE 
City Adm inistrator Edward 
McCombs 
said 
Yuba 
City’s 
good looks are more than skin 
deep. 
“Every one of those houses 
that was reconstructed had to 
be rebuilt in accordance with 
the building code. 
Many of 
them are stronger and safer 
than they ever were.” 
McCombs, 
23, 
came here 
from Contra Costa County ad­ 
ministrator’s office last March. 
He said the city, too, is trying 
to rebuild better than before. 
Of some $60,700 in state aid 
to repair sanitary facilities, a 
big chunk will be put with city 
money to replace rather than 
repair Yuba City’s antique sew­ 
age system.

live, with their two young chil­ 
dren, on Toledo street in Yuba 
City. 
Almost behind their house 
begin the orchards and a near­ 
ly uninterrupted sweep to the 
river. 
“I’ll never forget the roar of 
the water coming through the 
orchards,” Mrs. Sunshine said. 
“We had been in bed when 
our neighbors told us about the 
levee break. 
“Then after we got the car 
loaded Paul went back to lock 
the garage door. 
Finally I 
called to him to come on and 
not wait for anything.” 
The water hit Toledo street 
m inutes later. 
TREE IS UP 
This year the Christmas tree 
was up early in a living room 
that was spick and span. Only 
one piece of furniture, Mrs. 
Sunshine’s 
sewing 
machine, 
was of pre-flood vintage. 
“We 
didn’t 
have 
m u c h 
Christmas last year but we’re 
going to have a ban^-up one 
this year,” she said. 
The 
S u n s h i n e s 
weren’t 
brooding about the flood but 
they hadn’t forgotten it either. 
“If anybody spits in that 
river we evacuate,” her hus­ 
band joked. 
“I wouldn’t care 
if they 
made us evacuate five times 
in a single week, just so we 
knew they were doing some­ 
thing about it,” Mrs. Sunshine 
said. 
WARNING SIGNAL 
Something is being done to 
make sure Yuba City is never 
caught without warning again, 
said Col. Wilbur R. Pierce, the 
new fulltime director of the 
county-city disaster office. 
“We can never guarantee the 
levee won’t break again,” he 
said. 
But 
we 
can 
assure 
people that they will be given 
tim ely warning.” 
The colonel, an ex-artillery­ 
man, 
said an 
early-warning 
system coordinated with the 
State Department of W ater Re­ 
sources and the U. S. W eather 
Bureau will give plenty of ad­ 
vance notice of flood danger. 
The 
county’s netw ork in­ 
cludes 18 mobile radios and an 
elaborate 
“organized

formation by telephone and 
word of mouth. 
“If you write anything about 
Yuba City and Sutter County 
surviving the flood, be sure and 
give credit to the Red Cross,” 
said Dr. Sunshine. 
“Without 
Red Cross emergency aid a lot 
of us never would have made 
it.” 
Mrs. Ruth McCampbell, local 
chapter director, said the Red 
Cross spent just over IVz mil­ 
lion dollars in California last 
year on flood relief and re­ 
habilitation. 
Of 
this 
more 
more than 4 billion was spent 
in Sutter County. 
Abopt 7,500 families suffer­ 
ed some sort of loss. 
Nearly 
4,000 received Red Cross aid— 
not loans but direct grants. 
The organization rebuilt 14 
homes 
and 
repaired 
1,192 
others. 
“And yet of all the families 
who suffered, I only know of 
about a half dozen who gave up 
and left,” Mrs. McCampbell 
said. 
WANTED TO QUIT 
Then there are people like 
Eloise Ripley, a widow. 
Her 
restaurant on Plumas street 
supports herself, her two teen­ 
age children and her mother. 
“When I came back after 
the flood and saw the mud and 
the ruin I just sat down and 
cried,” 
she 
remembers. 
“I 


wanted to quit then and twice 
later but the Red Cross worker 
wouldn’t let me.” 
Mrs. Ripley’s newly decorat­ 
ed restaurant 
reopened for 
business last February. 
Hans Miller, executive direc­ 
tor of the Sutter County Hous­ 
ing Authority, estimates that 
only about 50 families through­ 
out the county still haven’t 
been able to move back into 
their homes. 
In 
Sutter 
County, 
l o n g 
known as “the peach bowl of 
the world,” an estimated 3,500 
acres of trees and thousands of 
cattle were killed by the flood. 
FARM RECOVERY 
But in one year the farm 
industry of the county has 
made a recovery “beyond all 
expectations,” said Ted Ur* 
bahns, C o u n t y agricultural 
commissioner. 
“The 
farm ers’ 
spirit 
was 
wonderful. Many of them tore 
their ruined trees out of the 
ground while it was still wet so 
as not to lose the growing sea­ 
son for other crops.” 
Urbahns said it was too early 
to 
predict 
what 
price this 
year’s crops will bring “but 
based on production, the agri­ 
cultural year should compare 
favorably — very favorably— 
with last year.” 
County weifore director Ce­ 


cil Pritchett said there are no 
more families on relief now 
than there were on the eve of 
the flood. 
All the schools in the county 
except one, which was totally 
destroyed by the flood, are 
back in operation. 
The lost 
school is being replaced. 
It hasn’t all been easy. There 
were rough spots. 
One recon­ 
struction worker, a local resi­ 
dent, said the reaction to the 
flood took three phases. 
SHOCK REACTION. 
“When the first shock hit 
everybody was welded into a 
unit working together,” she 
said. 
“Then as people began to 
see how big their own prob­ 
lems were many of us tended 
to look around for someone to 
blame.” Yuba City has replac­ 
ed its mayor, police chief, city 
administrator and four city 
councilmen since the flood. 
“We’re in the third phase 
now,” she said. 
“People have 
stopped looking for a goat and 
have begun to realize we were 
all a little bit to blame for what 
happened. 
“But the city has grown to­ 
gether again—closer than ever. 
People are more civic minded. 
And there’s a feeling that we 
all came through something 
together.”

King Herod Died In 
Terror Of A Baby 


(This is the third in a ser­ 
ies of eight studies of the 
birth and times of Christ. It 
deals with Herod, who or­ 
dered slain the innocent in­ 
fants of Bethlehem in crown­ 
ing climax to a life of jeal­ 
ousy and hate.)

The black pain struck in his 
stomach and spread achingly 
through 
his 
limbs. 
Herod 
moaned. He clawed 
at the 
girdle around his waist to loos­ 
en it. His face ashen, he bawled 
at the waiting tribune: 
“Destroy them, I say— all of 
them! Assemble your men— 
take a whole cohort if it needs 
that! Put the blade to every one 
of them in that wormy city and 
10 
furlongs 
around! 
Don’t 
stand there like an ox! Be­ 
gone!” 
The officer withdrew three 
paces, pivoted and went out 
through the brocaded curtains, 
boots clicking on the marble 
floor. Herod, the ulcers cramp­ 
ing his belly, threw himself on 
a couch. 
“Mariamne, 
oh 
Mariamne 
. . .” His lips moved, whimper­ 
ing. Faces, phantom faces— 
hers and many others— swam 
in his mind, the loved, the 
hated and feared whom he had 
slain. 
He buried his face in the 
cushions, his fingers clenched 
and bloodless. It had to be 
done! But there seemed no end 
to the plottings and treachery. 
The very fiends of Hades con­ 
spired to ruin him. 
Now this new defiance, this 
hushed-up 
intrigue 
about a 
“Child-King” 
in 
Bethlehem. 
Why? Why? Herod rolled over 
and stared blankly at the gold 
inlaid ceiling, his body shaking 
with misery and fever. 
“Oh Mariamne . . . ” 
In the early years, he had 
tried 
to provide 
beneficent 
rule, lavish even, at h a st after 
having that fanatic Jewish pat­ 
riot, Malichus, assassinated and 
executing 45 sympathizers in 


the Sanhedrin. 
But always, he sensed lurk­ 
ing treason. He had sought to 
beautify and fashion this land 
of Judea with games, gym­ 
nasiums, 
theaters 
and 
the 
gaiety of Greece and his Ro­ 
man liege. But death stalked 
his chambers. 
Abruptly, Herod raised his 
head. Voices, women’s muffled 
voices, came from the outer 
corridor. Women. Never trust 
them. 
Not even Mariamne? A sob 
clutched his throat, rem ember­ 
ing. But it was true. They all 
preyed on him. Ten wives, he 
had had. All leeches. All but 
her! 
Even at the start, after Pom- 
pey seized Jerusalem, slaugh­ 
tering 12,000 Jews, and the as­ 
sassination of Julius Caesar 
made Mark Anthony ruler of 
the East, a woman tried to 
wreck Herod’s newly bestowed 
kingdom. 
But he had outwitted her. 
Herod—Herod the Great—had 
been too shrewd for the wiles 
of greedy, voluptuous Cleopa­ 
tra. Lying there, he grinned 
through tight, blue lips. 
She had tried to lure him to 
her bed to arouse Antony’s 
vengeance. 
But not Herod! He had kept 
his wits, kept Antony’s favor, 
and even got his domain en­ 
larged, and his crown sanc­ 
tioned by the Roman senate, 
despite Cleopatra’s designs to 
steal land for her adjacent 
Egyptian realm. 
It didn’t stop there, though. 
Not at all. 
He had had no 
qualms about beheading Anti- 
gonus, Rome’s foe and local 
claimant to the throne, and as 
a politic gesture, married Mari­ 
amne, a princess of the Jew’s 
royal Hasmonean line. 
The 
memory 
singed 
like 
fire. “Oh Mariamne, my be­ 
loved . . .” 
Her mother, Alexandra, and 
Cleopatra had poisoned the air 
against him and drenched his 
house with blood. He had to

execute all Mariamne’s traitor­ 
ous relatives, and finally, when 
her love turned to hate, he 
killed Mariamne herself. 
He had gone on stubbornly, 
trying to buttress his kingdom. 
But nothing ever seemed the 
same. 
Outside forces threatened, 
too, when war broke out in 
Rome, Octavian smashed An­ 
tony at Actium, and drove him 
and Cleopatra to suicide. 
Desperately, Herod switched 
allegiance to Octavian, who as 
Augustus became emperor of 
the whole empire. It worked. 
But violence, like a deep- 
rooted 
vine, 
grew 
through 
Herod’s castle of Antonio. 
Evidence of a conspiracy by 
Alexander and Aristobulus, his 
two sons by Mariamne, was 
brought to him by his sister, 
the cunning Salome, and Anti­ 
pater, his son by another wife. 
Steeling himself again, Herod 
had his sons strangled. 
Even after killing his and 
Mariamne’s sons, he had fought 
to secure his power, courting 
public favor by starting a new 
Jewish temple, the most im­ 


posing ever, its white marble 
gleaming with precious stones 
on Mount Zion. 
§ 
But the golden Roman eagles 
he had put on the east temple 
gate were torn down by 40 
pious nobles, who deemed the 
heraldry unholy. He impris­ 
oned them in the hippodrome. 
Then he learned from east­ 
ern scholars about this sup­ 
posed “Child-King,” but none 
would name the parents, and 
all Herod’s spies and agents 
had been unable to discover 
the special Child. 
Just a few months later, on 
his deathbed, he learned his 
son, Antipater, had invented 
the evidence against his half- 
brothers, 
Mariamne’s

In 
frothing rage, he condemned 
Antipater to drowning.

Well In "Outward Bound" 


The College of Marin drama 
group opened its production of 
S u t t o n 
V a n e ’s “Outward 
Bound” at Tamalpais 
Center 
last night, and by the standard 
of audience reception the play 
was a rousing success. The sec­ 
ond and final performance is 
today at 8:30 p.m. 
The three-act play 
adapted 
for radio a few years ago and 
since then the basis of a movie, 
presents an unusual and high­ 
ly dramatic situation. The ac­ 
tion occurs aboard an ocean 
liner “outward bound,” the 
passengers learn before long, 
for Eternity. 
The resultant dialogue is by 
turns witty and moving, and 
always full of surprises. 
The 
playwright takes full advantage 
of the opportunity to satirize 
class snobbery, and to present 
the dilemma of men and wo­ 
men who must confront the 
fact of death. 
The play makes some heavy 
demands upon the actors, who 
in this production offer com­ 
mendable performances under 
the guidance of drama director 
James Coleman Scott.

Ed Lane plays a young man 
who can’t leave Scotch alone in 
a crisis. Lane and his assistants 
also deserve credit for an ex­ 
cellent job of set designing. 
Barbara Cushman, as a de­ 
lightful little old lady of Cock­ 
ney charm, does very well in­ 
deed in her role. Pat Praetzel 
and Gaylord Hughes compe­ 
tently handle their parts as “of­ 
ficials” of the strange steam­ 
ship. 
Others in the cast, all of 
them n ew to the college’s 
drama 
company, 
have 
had 
theatrical 
experience 
wi t h 
other groups. They include 
Fredda Corbett and John Bay- 
liss as Ann and Henry, whose 
fate as lovers, held in suspense 
to the end, provides the play’s 
denouement; Jim Menlove as

"Corruption" Charged In Insurance 


Fee Split; Deeper Inquiry Promised

SACRAMENTO (IP—An As­ 
sembly investigating commit­ 
tee promised today to dig deep­ 
er into charges that Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight’s administration 
paid out about $40,000 a year 
in insurance commissions to a 
group of public officials and 
brokers friendly to the gover­ 
nor. 
Assemblyman 
William 
A. 
Munneli (D-Los Angeles) an­ 
nounced a new hearing will be 
held Jan. 4 in Sacramento after 
a sensational one-day public 
meeting yesterday in which it 
was revealed that: 
1. Fourteen former or pres­ 
ent public officials, including 
10 state legislators, were on the 
favored list. 
2. Finance Director John M. 
Peirce, appointed to office by 
the governor, was personally 
responsible for designating the 
names of brokers who would 
get commissions, even though 
many of them performed no 
service in exchange. 
Peirce 
was in Washington yesterday 
but is scheduled to be the star 
witness at the January hearing. 
3. The practice has been go­ 
ing on for at least 20 years and 
prevailed under the adminis­ 
tration of Gov. Earl Warren, 
now Chief Justice of the Unit­ 
ed States, and former Gov. 
Culbert L. Olson, a Democrat. 
4. Newton 
A. 
S t e a r n s , 
Knight’s executive secretary, 
wrote inter-office memoranda 
to Peirce on 10 different oc­ 
casions “suggesting” in the 
name of the governor the 
names of persons to go on the 
insurance list. 
Munneli branded the prac­ 
tice as “corruption.” 
Other members of the inves­ 
tigating committee, Republican 
and Democratic alike, said the 
system smacked of “political 
favoritism” 
and 
“kickbacks” 
especially where it involved 
public officials. 
J. F. Brady, who handles in­ 
surance for the state under di­ 
rection from Peirce, produced

The list included 
several 
state assemblymen and sena­ 
tors, 
Knight-appointed, mem­ 
bers of state agencies, a San 
Francisco supervisor and sev­ 
eral persons high in Republi­ 
can Party circles. 
Brady testified that some of 
the brokers who received com­ 
missions performed some ser­ 
vice in exchange for commis­ 
sions but that in the case of 
members of the Legislature he 
couldn't recall a single example 
where they had done anything 
to merit a commission. 
Stearns testified that Knight 
never took a direct hand in 
specifying brokers to whom 
commissions should be paid 
and that he left it entirely up 
to Peirce. 
Commissions paid public of­ 
ficials under the Knight ad­ 
ministration ranged from $5.61 
up to $3,000 a year, Brady tes­ 
tified. 
Munneli said that when the 


hearing is resumed he will call 
Peirce to develop further the 
link between the governor’s of­ 
fice and the commission list. 
He said he also hopes Peirce 
and the governor will come up 
with some “constructive sug­ 
gestions” on how the state 
could better handle its insur­ 
ance business.
